Consequences of war

We must, if necessary, adopt the moral 

line that in no circumstances will we be 

accomplices to murder, 

“By all means, let. us be murdered our- 
selves, or reduced to slavery—if the Com- 
munists attack us—but i is beter te be 
murdered or enslaved than to be guilty of 
murder. 


Reliance on moral factor 


“There is a reasonable psychological pro- 
bability,"’ went on the Senator, ° that sure 
reliance on a purely moral factor will pro- 
duce an appropriate reaction on ‘the other 
side’ and perhaps usher in, at lone Jast, 
the international reign of the Prince of 
Peace.

Not “ evil for evil” 

Assuming that Communisin was the very

“YENHE cease-fire in Korea will get 

you nowhere. Nhe key to the 
situation is not the war in Korea, it 
is Formosa. So long as America in- 
sists upon keeping control of lor- 
mosa for her own purpose yau can 
get a cease-lire in Korea but you will 
not have peace; you will have war to 
the end of time.” 

This was the view expressed by Siv Jahn 
Pratt, KBE, CMG, former head of the Far 
Kast Section of the Ministry of Informa- 
tion and authority on China, at an Winble- 
don Peace Society meeting in Compton 
Vall, Wimbledon, last week. 

Sir John told how he went out to China 
“hefore any of you were horn, 55 yeurs 
ago.” It was u very wonderful country, and 
he had the great wood fortune to live there 
for 27 years absorbing their ideas, 

He erme home in 1925 on six months 
leave and was called to the Foreign Office. 
He went there and found that no-one knew 
where China was en the map, he said. They 
asked hirn te work there for a couple of 
months as there was a erisis on in China-- 
he stayed for 13 years, 

His job was to advise the Cabinet and 
Foreign Secretary on Far Eastern policy— 
thay were completely ignorant of anything 
vast of Western Europe, he said, adding: 

“Phat is the trouble we are suffering 
from today—sheer ignoranes in higher 
levels in the peaple who have to run our 
national policy.” 

Sir John said that if people were to put 
themselyes jn the place of tha Chinese and 
the Koreans they would realise that the 
United Nations Organisation wag just a 
servile instrument of American palicy. 

Sir John said men had been sent ta Kerea 
jn what waa eallud a United Nationa war, 
when it _veally was an American war to 
imposy Syneman Rhee en North Rarea. 

Sir dohn said that American poliay in 
the Far Masi was dictated by fear lest 
Communism should spread from Asia and 
percolate into America. Ta stop 
had forced corrupt regimes on China and 
Korea,

Evidence not convincing 


“The evidence that Canmuunist countries 
plan armed agpression in the West is quite 
unconvineing, If they did, they would not 
be devoting: so large resources to building 
the Don Volga Canal and diverting the 
vourse of the Obj; and Yenish Rivers," 
Senator Johnston continued. 

It was doubtful, he said, whether the 
ceonomies of Russia and China deserved 
the term) Communism st all. Conmmaniam 
has become a eanvenient term of abuse to 
hide the reality af a new conflict of power 
polities on a purely materialistic plane. A 
Western set-up whieh included such incom- 
patibles as Yugoslavia, Spain, Weatern 
Germany and KEngland had no moral quality 
at all and no comman ideological basis.

In other words, the core of hts case 
deninst the NOC is that he has chanced 
fis mimd about the value of co-uperation 
with non-pacitists in the fieht against con- 
scription. 

It is dilicult 1o understand what Stuart 
Morris exeetly means by those who oppose 
conseriplion for political or tactical 
reasons. 

Some very sound arguments can be ad- 
Vaneed against eonseription which arn 
neither political nor tactical But the im- 
portant point, which is of wider signific- 
nee than the immediate discussion on eou- 
scription, is the assertion that pacifists can- 
not usefully co-operate with non-pacitists 
who oppose conscription, 

Surely the whole of our social fe is 
built up on the basis of the widest possible 
co-operation between people of differing 
views who are avreed on a purlicular ab- 
jective, Ate uot the protests of ex-service- 
men, leachers, youth clab leaders and social 
workers of value? ; 

If Stuart Morris imagines that conuserip- 
liun can be abolished only when the whole 
nation is pacifist he is taking an unrealistic 
view of Chis issue. 

Stuart, Morris’ sweeping assertion that 
the only effective opposition to conscription 
comes from pacifist organisations is simply 
not true. The NCC tas done seme very 
cifective propaganda in the eight years of 
its existence, Perhaps it) would be even 
more effective if it had the whole-bearted 
support of pacifist organisations. 

The suvgrestion what ai aducument was 
thinly veiled Communist propaganda is a 
smear remark that cannot be justified and 
comes oddly from a oman who reeently 
issued ao owrit against a newspaper which 
made a similar charge against the PPU, 

One duplicated doeument circulated to 
M's had two inaccuracies which were tin 
mediately correeted when attention was 
drawn to them, and steps have been taken 
tou prevent a similar occurrence, No doubt 
Stuart Morris can place his band on his 
heart and state that ne inaccuracy has ever 
slipped into a document issued from Dick 
Sheppard House. 

The NCC are satisfied that in their See- 
retary they have a telling speaker who is 
an effective propagandist for their couse, 
Finally, the hee: welcomes the increased 
activity among pacifist organisations in 
the anti-corseription field.

NE wonders what Sir Winston w 


mnnounced over Moscow radio 


to any RAF pilot who would Lind on 


on Russian ferrtlory. 

Or need one wonder? He would have 
come down lo ihe flouse af Commons and 
ramypaiged as df it had been a declaration 
af war, 

Now nobody knows better than the Prime 
Minister that the American offer of 
$100,000 for the first MiGo was rather an 
unconventional flouiing of what are sup- 
posed to be the rules of civilised war. 

Yet when he was asked about it 
Parliament, Sir Winston said: 

“(C would be prepared to continue a 
sustained argument on the legality of 
the procedure as if does seem to me very 
much better te bribe a person than to 
kill a person and very much befter to be 
bribed than to be kilbed.” 

Woll, there was not much of the ancient 
Knight of the Garter ehivalry about this. 

According to Sir Winston, the worst 
thir that can happen to anyone is to be 
killed, and of course there is something: to 
be said for this. But there is nothing heroic 
ov glorious or patriotic about this point of 
view and it is not likely to appear in 
Regimental Orders or to become one of 
the slogans of the Brigade of Guards.

Re WE ought to be pleading with all 
Christians in and out of season, in 
and out of churches, to affirm that modern 
war flatly contradicts our Christian obliga- 
tion at its central and most fundamental 
expression,” urged Canon Charles Raven, 
president of the Fellowship of Reconcilia- 
tion, al a meeting in Birmingham last 
week. 
Tension eased 
The events of the last month had eased 
world tension, he said. One dared now to 
bone that the present situation was one jn 
which constructive proposals might be 
listened to and followed. 
“The Chureh cannot impart these 
things to the world if, when it has 
pleaded with one side of its mouth for

feHlowship and mutual trust, with the 
other side of its mouth it threateny to 
pulverise the world to ashes,” Canon 


Raven went on, 

“That is a clear contradiction of any sort 
of Christian belief in holy fellowship.” 

“We cunnot have it both ways,” he said, 
“Tf we believe the time is always ripe for 
geenerosity and mutual understanding, and 
the proclamation of idealism which will lift 
us out of our little nationalism, we cannot 
reconcile that with the threat of atomic 
bombing and the constant advertising of 
further explosions and new atomic 
weapons.”

If the 
resources of atomic energy were used lo 
relieve want, this would be a wiser anti- 
dote to Conimunism than all the big bluster- 
ing about atomic energy as a destructive 
agent.
